Indianapolis—"An organized plot of 


terrorism" designed to take his life 
if he presided over the wag^ conven- 
tion of the United Mine Workers now 
in session, was disclosed Wednesday 
by President Jo-fin L. Lewis. 


During a personal debate between 


Lewis and Alexander Howat, deposed 
Kansas union leader, as to whether 
Howat should be reinstated, 
Lewis 


swept the, convention off its feet with 
this declaration: 
1 SLATED TO DIE 


. "Day after day, mail after mail, I 
havo received letters saying that it 
had been decreed in secret conclave 
that 1 should die if I tried to preside 
ever this convention." 


By a rising vote of 977 to S64, the 


convention repudiated tho expulsion 
of Howat and his followers from the 
union. A roll call of the 2,300 dele- 
gates then was ordered on the theory 
that several unaccredited 
delegates 


from the Kansas rump union had 
voted. 


If the roll call sustains the stand- 


ing vote, it will be an about-face by 
the convention from the stand it took 
last September_which upheld tho in- 
ternational organization. 


In an official report to the union, 


Howat was designated an instrument 
•of the I. W. W.'s and his. followers 
as unwitting tools. 


With 
more than 100 of his men, 


Howat came up to the 
convention 


and tried to stampede it into over- 
ruling the international 
organization 


which revoked 
the 
Kansas 
union 


charter. 


They interrupted deliberations 
of 


the 2.300 delegates over wage policies, 
which 
threaten to terminate in a 


coal strike April 1 when the wage 
agreement ,pxpires unless the govern 
;nent prevails upon mine operators 
to negotiate with the union.

he would exert every effort to effect 
release of the unionists captured 
Sinn Feiners when they raided Ulster 
a. few days ago. His attitude was one 
of resentment at the action of the 
British in keeping troops in Ireland 
Ho considered it indicative of lack of 
faith in the provisional government's 
power to maintain ordor. 


The attitude of the British govern 


mont wns indicated in Lord Chancel 
lor Birkcnhead's address to tho house 
of lords. Ho said the .situation was out 
of extraordinary anxiety and grave 
potential clangor. AVlulo this tension 
exists in Ireland, he said, tho govern 
mcnt was not justified in withdraw 
ing the troops.

In the proposed • centralization plan 
Mr. Ford suggested that ten kinds of 
work can be offered boys 
and six 


given girls, thereby doubling the op- 
portunity for trade contact at a less 
cost than what half of the trade con- 
tact would be if it were given in each 
of the schools. 


SAVING IX SALARIES 


HO said that in all probability 34 


teachers 
would be required in the 


flva schools to teach 
eight 
shop 


courses while. 24 teachers could teach 
the. 16 occupational 
courses if they 


were centralized. 
He estimated the 


salary saving resulting from central- 
ization at $19,000 annually. 


i 
Mr. Ford also contended that if 


shops were centralized 
tlvs 
junior 


high schools would not need to be as 
large as they would otherwise bo and 
the saving in the original cost of con- 
structing" the schools would approxi- 
mate $32,000. To this he added $28,- 
000 as representing the value of space 
In existing school buildings, now de- 
voted to shop work, which could be 
used for other purposes making a 
total saving of $60,0.00 in space. 


A saving of $29,000 in equipment 


also was advanced as an argument 
for the centralization plan. Mr. Ford 
estimated that it would cost approxi- 
mately $45,000 to equip the junior 
high school shops for boys and girls 
whencas an expenditure of 
$16,000 


would be sufficient to increase 
the 


present equipment of the vocational 
school and high school sufficiently to 
care for all the ctiildren of junior and 
senior high school ago if shop work 
was'centralized. This saving in equip- 
ment, added to the saving in original 
school construction because of elimi- 
nation of shops would total approxi- 
mately $61,000, Mr. Ford said. If the 
value of the space that 
would be 


saved in existing bouildings is added 
the total would DC about $89.000. 


GET BETTER EQUIPMENT 


• Better equipment would be possible 
in a centralized plant because 
the 


larger number of • students using it 
would justify 
a larger 
expenditure 


than would be possible in each indi- 
vidual high school, Mr. Ford said. He 
also contended it would be more easi 
ly possible to engage better teachers 
for that kind of work because of the 
larger groups. Then it would be pos- 
sible -for a student taki'ng up shop work 
in the first year in junior high school 
•which 
corresponds 
to the 
seventh 


'.grade in the grade schools, to follow 
Jithc work through under tho same 
ncacher and under the same w*orking 
'\-onditions until he had completed his 
school education. Mr. Ford said. If 
-the shops arc maintained in the junior 
school it would be necessary for the 
•pupil to go to new shops and work 
"under new teachers if lie elected to 
-"follow shop work when he left .the 
junior schools and went 'to either the 
senior high school or vocational school.

Ho also emphasized 
that parochial schools-would find the 
centralization plan much to their lik- 
ing if they decided to establish cours- 
es equivalent to tho junior high 
school.

ing this plan .and no official action was 
'aken.

WANTS TO BE? 


''In their efforts to understand, indeed 


to master, the transformation of.matter, 
chemists have followed two great lines of 
attack: in both of these chemistry has 
aimed to be an absolutely exact science, 
as exact, indeed, as mathematics—so that 
it may attain its objects with the accuracy 
and reliability with which we can "be sure 
that two and two nfSke fcfflr.-'' 


The foregoing statement is made in 


'•The Future Independence and Progress 
of American Medicine in the Age of Chem- 
istry," published by the Chemical Foun- 
dation." Inc. 
The pamphlet, which is an 


instructive scientific document, is a re- 
port of a special committee of the Amer- 
ican Chemical society, and it is approved 
by prominent professors of five leading 
universities, in addition to other distin- 
guished scientists. 


All in all, it is a thesaurus from which 


any one may draw profitable informa- 
tion. However, there is one assertion in 
the publication which not only is a suh,- 
/ect of doubt, but which owes its exag- 
gerated importance purely to speculation. 
It is the remarkably inaccurate statement: 


"If we let our minds dwell on the com- 


plexity of our body's structure and func- 
tions, we must recognize without ques- 
tion that man's body-is not a primary 
form of life but the result of the slow pro- 
cesses of evolution from simpler forms 
through the ages.1' This is, in effect* a 
re-avermelft of the evolutionary conjec- 
tures of Lamarck and Darwin. 


On the very next page of the pamphlet, 


the tread of speculation returns abrupt- 
ly toward the hard course of fact. "Thus", 
the report says, "we do not even know in 
exact terms of physics and chemistry what 
the factors are that distinguish living 
from lifeless material; what are indeed 
thc'chcmical and physical forces that lead 
to cell subdivision, the wonderful first step 
in life development? "What-are the forc- 
es that lead to perpetuation of life? To 
instinctive self-protection!" 


Because natural science is again on an 


imaginative rampage, constructing fanci- 
ful hypothesis on the pommon ancestry of 
living things, and tracing man back 
through the darkness of supposition to the 
wild pithecoid—all with scientific evi- 
dence and fact to the contrary, it is de- 
plorable that scientists should depart 
from their working principle of mathe- 
matical precisencss. 


It is not a fact that evolution is proved 


f "beyond question." 
On the contrary it 


is a fact that the weight of scientific and 
historic evidence and of sound reason, are 
adverse to it. 


SUFFERERS FROM BANK FAILURES 


• One of the secondary banks in St. 
Louis, an institution- not associated in the 
clearing house, recently was closed by the 
state banking department. 
Its affairs 


were in a chaotic shape and it is difficult 
1o see why the state examiners had not 
discovered its conditions before the crash 
came. 
The depositors were largely per- 


sons of small means, and the sudden clos- 
ing of the bank left many of them in des- 
titute circumstances. 


A few days ago. after weeks of exam- 


ination, with the establishment still 
closed, a. woman begged of a member of 
the depositors' reorganization committee 
for a little of the money to her credit. She 
had $2400 in the bank, the balance of 
$3000 of her husband's life insurance, 
but had no cash for the support of her- 
self and three small children. How was 
her case handled? Her statements were 
verified. And then what was done ? "Why, 
a kind hearted person gave her the names 
of a few persons who might tide her 
through the straits of want. 
' 


An interesting question arises in this 


connection. If the state was remiss ir%its 
•upcrvision of the bank, as it seemingly 


was, it had a moral obligation to this wi- 
dow who trusted it to protect her savings. 
The cause of bank depositors is~ something 
sacred, and every financial institution 
should be affiliated in a secure way with 
the local clearing house. 
Where there 


is no clearing house, the state*should be 
liable in certain circumstances by virtue 
of its supervision. In the instance of the 
St. Louis concern, there is a moral obliga- 
tion somewhere to the widow in distress. 


A NATION'S INCOME 


If the income of all the people of the 


United Steles were placed in a single pool 
and distributed equally, how much would 
everyone get? 


This question, apparently so difficult to 


•answer, is plainly connected with a num- 
ber of problems about which we have, 
talked a great deal and evidenced much 
curiosity. 
The*rVply would show for one 


thing whether each member of society, 
would live in comfort and plenty under a 
system of communistic distribution. For 
another, it would decide whether the peo- 
ple could save enough under such a plan to 
provide capital for development ^bf in- 
dustry. 


Two years agq an organization known 


as the National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search was formed to make an exhaustive 
inquiry into this question. It was com- 
posed of -a number of impartial and ca- 
pable men, among them Prof. David Fri- 
day, now president of'Michigan Agricul- 
tural college: Gray • Silver of the -farm 
bureau.'Hugh Frayne of the American 
Federation of Labor, and George E. Eo- 
berts, of the American- Bankers' associa- 
tion, former, director of the mint. -They 
discovered that" the nation's income an 
1909. based on the purchasing power of 
the 1913 dollar, was 30 billion dollars: 
in 1918 it had mounted -to 39 billions. 
Every man. woman and child- would re- 
ceive $372 of this if it were equally di- 
vided up. and $1.488 would be the annual 
income of a family of four.

tive. 
The very process of dividing up 


would tend-to remove this incentive; it 
would reduce efficiency; and what is most 
important of all, it would leave very lit- 
tle if any margin above family expenses 
for saving. It would lower our productive 
capacity, and with it our income. 


THE LAW'S DELAYS 


Revision of the nation's legal system 


scenis to be starting from the top to work 
down. The supreme court, like hundreds 
of less august tribunals throughout the 
land, has had its efficiency clogged by the 
accumulation of duties passed on to it in 
the old ca,sy days when men were less ad- 
dicted to going to law. Chief Justice Taf t, 
•\\liilc stoutly protesting that only five cas- 
es were held over from la^t term..admit- 
ted that under present conditions it takes 
a year and a half to reach a case on regu- 
lar call and two months between the argu- 
ment and the submission of the case. 


That is of course a great misfortune. 


But it is not as vital as the delay in crim- 
inal actions in our lessor courts. Most of 
the rnon whose cases are carried to the su- 
prorac court can afford to wait and the law 
itself is not discredited and weakened. 
Individually unimportant as they are the 
city magistrate and c-ounty judge collec- 
tively represent the law and its meaning 
to the American people. 
That meaning 


has been altering. 
Delays so extended 


that the people and the criminal forget 
the particular offense he is tried for—de- 
lays during which there are a hundred 
loopholes for evasion and escape—arc not 
calculated to uphold the tradition of an un- 
avoidable justice. 


The importance of a congressional in- 


vestigation of delay and overcrowding in 
the supreme court and of any changes in 
jurisdiction which may result from Judge 
Taft's suggestions depends upon whether 
a general movement in the same direction 
grows out of the supreme court example. 
Here is the highest and best court in the 
land ready for a congressional revision of 
the type Avhich well-could plumb to the 
depths of our court system with its anti- 
quated procedure and outgrown jurisdic- 
tions.

The visitor to the mill is impressed by the almost ) 
limitless number of wooden tubes, about six inches •/ 
-square, which carry the grain from one machine 
and from one floor to another. Each tube is lined 
with tin to lessen the friction of the millions of 
grain kernels which will pass along its length. 
Each one is numbered so that the workman may 
pick out and trace its course from the hundreds of 
others which twine their way about the rooms. 
From the hopper beneath the railroad track to the 


• top floor of the mill building, progress is by tube. 
From the bin where the grain is sorted to the 
grinder which turns it into a product for human ' 
use, it is shot by the force of gravity through one 
of the tin-lined wooden tunnels. 
From the last 


grinder which turns the wheat kernel into flour, to 
a receptacle, the baker's future loaf goes by the 
tube route. 
They twist and! twine throughout the building.

Dust col- 
lectors pull the flying particles from out of the 
grinders and sifters themselves, and send them kit- 
ing into the open air. 


It is planned to run this mill 24 hours a day and 
thirty men will be employed.

men is small, but because from the time the grain 
is dumped from a freight car until it is put back or 
distributed as a prepared product it is not touched 
by human hands, is the cause of a limited crew.

BRAISED CELERY 


Ten or 12 stalks celery, 1 cup sec- 


ond stock, 2 slices lean bacon, 1 table-'' 
spoon flour, % cup tomato juice, 2 
cloves. 1-inch stick cinnamon, 6 pep- 
percorns, 1 tablespoon nunced parsley. 


Cut the celery 
in asparagus-like 


pieces. Put in a shallow pan 
oVcr 
stock, season with salt and pepper 
and simmer 10 minutes. Cut bacon 
in match-like strips and fry a golden 
brown. Save the bacon fat for the 
sauce. 


Put bacon on top of celery. Cover 


pan and cook in a hot oven for half 
an hour. Add fltrar to bacon fat and 
brown slightly. Tie the spices in a 
cheesecloth bag and simmer with to- 
mato juice for 15 minutes. Add to- 
mato juice to blended flour and fat. 
Drain celery from stock and add_to 
sauce. ^ Cook until perfectly blended. 
Arrange celery on hot vegetable dish 
and pour over sauce. Serve very hot. 


CELERY CROQUETTES 


Two cups.diced celery, 1 small on- 


ion, 2 tablespoons butter, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1 cup milk, 2 egg yolks, 1 whole 
egg, dried bread crumbs, deep fat for 
frying, salt and pepper. 


Trim and wash celery. Cut in dice 


and cook half an hour in water to cov- 
er. Do not slice onion, but cook whole 
with celery. Add_ one teaspoon salt 
•at the end of 15 minutes. Dram cel- 
ery and chop. Melt butter in smooth 
sauce pan, stir in flour and slowly1 
add milk.
